TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
EAST  RETFORD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Miss  Barber  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Health 
Services  of  the  District  for  the  year  1950. 

According  to  the  estimated  population  given  by  the  Registrar 
General,  there  has  been  a decreJase  of  490  in  the  population  of  the 
Rural  District,  as  compared  with  the  1949  figure. 

Live  Births  have  decreased  by  two.  Still  Births  have  increased 
by  seven  as  compared  with  1949. 

Despite  the  small  decrease  in  births,  and  because  of  the  decrease 
in  population  the  actual  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population 
shows  a small  increase,  but  we  are  still  two  per  1,000  below  tne  national 
average. 

It  is  distressing  to  note  that  there  were  two  maternal  deaths  dur- 
ing 1950.  Such  occurrences  are  fortunately  rare,  due  to  the  excellent 
supervision  provided  by  the  maternity  services  of  the  County,  and  by 
tlie  midwives  and  doctors. 

Of  the  eight  infant  deaths,  four  were  due  to  prematurity.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  is  well  beloAv  the  national  average  and  reflects 
the  care  lavished  on  infants  to-day. 

Total  deaths  show  a decrease  of  23  as  compared  with  1949,  and 
the  death  rate  of  9.7  ig^  extremely  low. 

There  were  29  deaths  from  various  forms  of  cancer,  an  increase 
of  one.  This  figure  is  not  high  but  could  probably  be  reduced,  as 
the  number  of  patients  attending  specialists  for  the  first  time  when  the 
disease  is  advanced  is  too  high,  due  in  a large  degree  to  fear;  fear 
of  leaving  a family  uncared  for,  and  in  many  cases,  fear  of  being 
told  that  they  have  cancer,  which  many  people  still  regard  as  being 
incurable.  A realisation  that  there  is  a remarkable  difference  in  the 
rate  of  cure  where  treatment  is  begun  early  results  in  the  saving  of 
many  lives. 

There  has  been  a slight  drop  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cardio- 
^ascular  diseases.  DeafTis  from  heart  diseases  and  vascular  diseases, 
particularly  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  will  continue  to 
constitute  a very  large  proportion — almost  half  this  year — of  the  total 
deaths,  as  they  are  dise(ases  of  the  middle-aged  and  elderly,  reflecting 
a slow-  ageing  of  our  population. 

There  were  83  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year, 
with  no  epidemic  peak.  Half  of  these  occurred  in  the  Misterton, 
Walkeringham,  Stockwith  area.  In  this  area  there  was  throughout  the 
year  a considerable  amount  of  tonsilitis  and  sore  throat  among  adults. 
The  same  organism  could  be  responsible  for  these  and  for  sca  let 
fever.  In  this  particular  incidence  the  sore  throat  without  a rash 
affected  the  adult  population,  and  a similar  sore  throat  with  a rash, 
i.e.  Scarlet  Fever,  affected  chiefly  school  children.  As  sore  throat  is 
not  a notifiable  disease  no  control  is  possible  other  than  by  treatment 
of  the  case,  and  in  an  area  where  sore  throat  becomes  epidemic,  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  are  inevitably  difficult  to  control.  Fortunately  the 
disease  follows  the  normal  trend  of  recent  years  and  remains  mild. 


A small  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  during  the  year, 
commencing  in  August,  and  continuing  throughout  the  winter  months 
into  1951.  It  affected  chiefly  Misson,  Bawtry,  Beckingham  and  East 
Markham. 

Following  sporadic  cases  throughout  the  summer  an  epidemic  of 
Measles  commenced  in  October,  with  a peak  in  December,  and  con- 
tinued into  1951.  The  cases  were  widespread  over  the  district,  villages 
most  affected  being  Mattersey  Thorpe,  Scrooby  and  Tuxford.  Measles 
is  an  epidemic  disease  difficult  to  control  as  cases  are  at  their  most 
infectious  before  the  appearance  of  the  typical  rash,  Mehsles 
epidemics  occur  in  cycles  of  approximately  22  months.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  both  in  the  late  autumn, 
one  being  paralytic,  and  one  non-paralytic. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  continued  to  be  carried  out  throughout 
the  year,  at  schools  and  clinics  in  the  district.  During  1950,  235  chil- 
dren were  immunised  by  me,  and  a further  123  were  immunised  by 
General  Practitioners.  It  is  estimated  that  57.93%  of  children  under 
the  age  of  5 years  have  now  been  protected,  whilst  100%  of  children' 
between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years  are  protected.  258  children  were 
given  boosting  doses  by  me,  and  18  by  General  Practitioners. 

I have  not  noticed  any  serious  effect  on  the  immunisation  cam- 
paign of  the  alleged  risk  of  poliomyelitis  developing  in  the  children 
immunised  during  the  late  summer  and  autumn. 


SCABIES. 

One  case  of  Scabies,  and  six  cases  of  Pediculosis  were  ascertained 
during  the  yaar. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  treatment  of  Venereal  disease  was  the  responsibility  of  the 
Notts.  County  Council  until,  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  service  was  handed  over  to  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital

HOUSING— GENERAL  REMARKS. 


In  my  report  for  1949  I commented  on  the  number  of  unfit  houses 
in  the  Rural  District,  and  on  the  frustration  and  marital  unhappiness 
caused  amonp;  both  young  couples  with  growing  children  and  their 
parents  who,  by  necessity,  overcrowd  their  own  homes  in  order  to  ac- 
comodate the  young  people.  In  order  to  give  a clear  picture  of  the 
present  position  I have  prepared  the  following  figures :

Although  there  may  be^  some  decrease  in  the  marriage  rate  during 
the  next  ten  years,  the  death  rate  will  also  continue  to  decrease  and 
more  old  people  will  continue  to  occupy  houses,  and  I considev  that 
at  least  1,050  new  houses  will  be  required  in  the  next  ten  years  before 
any  significant  attack  pan  be  made  on  the  present  arrears.  It  is  rea- 
sonable to  assume  that  in  the  next  ten  years  the  number  of  louses 
required  in  order  to  provide  a fit  house  for  each  family  would  be : 


Present  deficiency  1,215

If  the  present  building  rate  continues  the  number  of  houses  pro- 
vided in  the  next  ten  years  will  be  app’'oxima'ely  800  leavmg  a 
deficiency  of  1,465.  In  order  to  wipe  out  arrears  in  ten  yea  s.  and 
supply  the  need,  it  would  be  necessary  to  increase  the  present  building 
rate  to  226  dwellings  per  annum.  At  present  there  appears  no  likeli- 
hood of  this  being  iSt|^tained,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  houses  will  be 
constructed  at  a rate  greater  than  100  per  annum.  Accepting  this 
as  possible  there  will  still  be  a deficiency  of  1.265  at  the  end  of  ten 
years.  Assuming  an  average  building  rate  of  100  houses  per  annum 
it  would  he  possible  to  overcome  the  present  deficiency  in  h^mes  and 
to  provide  more  or  less  for  future  need  if  no  unfit  houses  are  dealt 
with.  This,  however,  will  inevitably  leave  a very  large  problem  in 
slum  clearance  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  future. 


I do  not  wish  to  make  a detailed  commentary  on  my  estimate 
set  out  above  but  feel  that  the  following  points  could  be  stressed : 

1.  Large  scale  clearance  of  unfit  houses  will  remain  impractic- 
able for  some  years; 

2.  It  is  inevitable  that  a slowly  increasing  number  of  houses 
that  are  already  unfit  will  reach  the  stage  where  they  become 
dangerous  structures.  Such  properties  must  of  necessity  be  con- 
demned. 

3.  It  will  remain  necessary  for  old  properties  to  be  kept  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair  in  order  to  extend  their  life  as  much  as 
possible,  and  essential  work  must  be  insisted  on.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  YEAR  1950 


REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


The  following  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Parish : 

South  Leverton.  A length  of  70  yards  of  6inch  sewer  in  Brickings 

Lane  has  been  taken  up  and  relaid  to  correct  levels 
and  No.  2 inspection  chambers  built  to  take  the 
effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  plant  at  the  new 
Council  house  site. 

Grove.  A length  of  50  yards  of  6inch  land  tile  sewer  has 

been  replaced  in  cast-iron  pipes. 

Tuxford.  Ten  manholes  have  been  repaired,  raised  or  altered 

on  the  Great  North  Road  consequent  upon  highway 
improvement  work,  and  new  covers  fitted. 

Council  House  Plants : Sewage  disposal  sites  and  plants  at  Askham, 

Bothamsall,  Darlton,  South  Leverton,  Finningley, 
Scrooby,  Clayworth,  Misterton  and  Walkeringham 
have  been  handed  over  from  Council  house  contrac- 
tors, and  are  now  being  maintained  by  the  Council. 

In  the  near  future,  it  is  anticipated  that  further 
similar  plants  will  be  handed  over  at  North  Leverton, 
Sutton  and  West  Stockwith. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  a report  was  presented  to 
the  Council  on  the  re-organisation  and  additional 
labour  necessary  to  provide  for  the  proper  supervision 
and  maintenance  of  these  and  other  plants,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  effected  early  in  1951. 


Sewerage  and  Seivage  Disposal  Schemes. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  held  a local  public  inquiry  in  Novemb.  r, 
into  the  Council’s  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schem  s 
for  the  parishes  of  Misterton,  Walkeringham,  Beckingham,  We?t 
Stockwith,  Everton,  Mattersey,  Ranskill,  Torworth,  Hayton,  Clarborough, 
North  and  South  Leverton,  Tuxford  and  East  Markham. 

Whilst  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  work  is  approximately 
£350,000,  it  was  very  pointed  at  the  inquiry  that  there  was  not  a single 
objection,  but  that  quite  a number  of  residents  in  these  paiishes 
strongly  supported  the  Council’s  proposals. 

In  the  interests  of  public  health  generally,  future  housing  pro- 
grammes, and  the  necessity  to  use  maintenance  labour  constructively 
and  economically,  it  is  now  hoped  that  the  Ministry  will  be  able 
to  approve  all  the  schemes  in  principle  and  financially  assist  in  such 
a way  as  to  enable  an  early  commencement  to  be  made  wi  h the 
provision  of  proper  drainage  facilities  in  some  of  these  parishes. 


Milk  and  Dairies. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  a register 
has  been  compiled  of  milk  distributors  (being  persons  trading  as 
dairymen  from  premises  other  than  dairy  farms)  and  dairies  (not  being 
dairy  farms),  the  numbers  being  9 and  1 respectively. 

It  would  appear  that  with  the  exception  of  new  entrants  to  the 
trade,  there  is  less  inspectorial  supervision  of  the  production  of  milk 
since  the  taking  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  of  duties  under 
the  former  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders,  than  before  October,  1949,  when 
upwards  of  500  inspections  were  made  annually. 

Some  publicity  at  appropriate  level  would  materially  assist  rural 
authorities  as  numerous  milk  producers  themselves  are  still  under  the 
impression  that  the  local  sanitary  authority  is  still  the  appropriate 
authority  dealing  with  the  structural  and  hygienic  condition  of  cow- 
sheds and  dairies.  As  the  milk  producer  has  often  to  deal  with  the 
Council’s  officers  in  connection  with  water  supply  and  drainage  prob- 
lems, in  addition  to  building  bye-law  and  planning  requirements,  it 
would  seem  that  the  disconnection  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  duties  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Orders  has  not  avoided  the  duplication  of  personnel  connected  with 
this  work.

One  licence  issued  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  is  in 
operation  for  the  production  of  pasteurised  milk  in  the  district. 

No  information  has  been  received  as  to  the  number  or  situation 
of  producers  of  designated  milks  in  the  area,  and  it  would  appear 
that  this  information  is  not  now  so  readily  available,  a position  which 
is  to  be  deplored  in  view  of  the  work  entailed  in  connection  with 
infectious  disease  enquiries  and  water  supply  services  and  extensions. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

Under  the  Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940, 
which  came  into  operation  on  January  15th,  1940,  the  twenty-six 
registered  and  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District 
have  temporarily  fallen  into  disuse  and  the  whole  of  the  animal 
slaughtering  for  the  Boroughs  of  East  Retford  and  Worksop  and  the 
Rural  Districts  of  East  Retford  and  Worksop  continues  to  be  carried 
out  at  two  centralized  slaughterhouses  situated  in  the  Borough  of  East 
Retford,  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

In  accordance  with  the  joint  circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Ministry  of  Food,  material  assistance  is  given  by  the  Council’s 
Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  two  centralized 
slaughterhouses  in  Retford  Borough. 

There  are  three  licensed  knackers’  yards  in  the  Rural  District. 
Licences  in  respect  of  these  premises  were  renewed  under  section  57  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  during  the  year. 

The  premises  were  inspected  periodically  during  the  year,  and  no 
occasion  arose  necessitating  the  service  of  notices.

(Note)  As  the  whole  of  the  meat  for  the  Rural  District  of  East 
Retford  is  slaughtered  in  Retford  Borough  at  two  Ministry  of  Food 
centralized  slaughterhouses,  where  assistance  in  the  inspection  of  meat 
is  given  to  the  Retford  Borough  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  number  of 
inspections  of  retailers  premises  is  much  lower  than  before  the  war.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 


Owing  to  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  sale  for  human  con- 
sumption now  being  centralized  in  East  Retford  Borough,  and  the  fact 
that  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District  are  at  the  present  time 
not  in  use,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  issue  or  renew  any  licences 
to  slaughtermen. 

Shops  Acts. 

The  number  of  shops  on  the  Council’s  register  is  106. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Shops  Acts  during  the  year. 


Bakehouses. 

The  number  of  bakehouses  in  the  district  is  eight,  of  which  none 
are  underground  bakehouses. 

One  notice  was  served  during  the  year  to  limewash  and  cleanse 
a bakehouse,  which  was  complied  with. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 

All  houses  at  which  cases  of  Notifiable  infectious  disease  requiring 
investigation  have  occurred  have  been  visited  and  disinfection  has 
been  arranged  in  appropriate  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  removal  to  hospital  were 
sent  to  various  isolation  hospitals,  as  arranged  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 


Public  Scavenging. 

Complete  scavenging,  including  the  emptying  of  dust-bins,  privies 
and  ashpits,  pan  closets  and  cesspools  is  carried  out  in  Tuxford  Parish. 
This  work  is  carried  out  by  a local  contractor  and  in  view  of  the 
difficult  labour  situation,  is  regarded  as  having  been  executed  reason- 
ably satisfactorily. 

The  collection  of  dry  refuse  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour  in 
the  whole  of  the  remaining  53  parishe;^  in  the  Rural  District. 

All  refuse  receptacles  are  now  carried  out  from  and  returned  to 
premises  by  the  Council’s  workmen,  a position  which  is  now  regarded 
as  a much  improved  service  by  householders  generally.  By  careful 
re-routing  of  vehicle  itineraries,  dustbins  are  now  emptied  once  every 
nine  or  ten  days,  and  every  effort  is  nov^  being  made  to  economise  in 
fuel  consumption  by  variation  of  route  journeys  to  reduce  the  number 
of  empty  lorry  mileages. 

Whilst  the  provision  of  a larger  number  of  small  tips  may  help 
in  this  direction,  it  is  at  present  considered  that  advantages  which  may 
be  gained  might  be  more  than  off-set  by  maintenance  troub'es  and 
expenditure  in  addition  to  infestation  and  other  nuisance  troubles. 

A further  200  dust-bins  were  supplied  to  householders  during  the 
year,  and  almost  the  whole  of  premises  which  are  reasonably  acces- 
sible for  scavenging  are  now  provided  with  proper  receptacles. 

In  view  of  the  ever  increasing  costs  of  galvanised  hollowware,  the 
Council  will  shortly  have  to  consider  a variation  in  the  annual  charge 
of  dustbin  rentals  (at  present  2/6d.  per  annum)  if  the  subsequent 


iciiewal  of  these  receptacles  as  and  when  required,  is  to  be  carried  out 
Lcasonably  economically. 

Tips  are  in  use  at  Finningley,  Ranskill,  Sutton,  Walkeringham 
and  Gamston.  These  tips  which  are  intermittently  in  use  according 
to  when  and  in  which  districts  the  three  scavenging  vehicles  are 
operating  are  often  mis-used  by  careless  tipping  by  unauthorised  per- 
sons, and  in  other  ways,  causing  considerable  inconvenience  and  un- 
necessary expense.  Steps  are  being  considered  to  prevent  this  as  far 
as  possible. 


Public  Water  Supplies. 


A piped  water  supply  is  available  for  the  built-up  areas  in  all 
[aiishes  in  the  Rural  District,  and  the  analyst’s  reports  on  weekly 

samples  show  the  quality  of  the  water  to  be  satisfactory.  No  shortage 
f)f  water  supply  has  been  experienced  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  contract  for  the  laying  of  10,140  yards  of 
ohi.,  4in.,  and  6in.  mains  as  detailed  in  last  year’s  report  was  com- 
p’eted,  as  also  was  the  contract  for  the  750,000  gallon  reinforced  con- 
c ete  reservoir  at  Gringley-on-the-Hill. 

The  total  storage  capacity  for  the  area  of  the  Rural  District 

suoplied  from  the  Council’s  boreholes  at  Everton  is  now  1,020,000 

rallons,  equivalent  to  approximately  2^  days’  supply. 

During  the  year,  detailed  proposals  to  increase  the  pumping  capa- 
cHy  at  Everton  Waterworks,  where  at  present  one  pump  is  in  almost 
c ntinuous  use,  and  in  certain  cases  both  pumps  are  in  use  daily,  were 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval,  as

4,630  yards  of  3inch.  spun  iron  main  was  laid  by  direct  labour 
1 m Misson  Village  along  Misson  Springs  road  to  meet  agricultural 
' 'ods  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £2,700,  towards  which  the  Ministrv 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  are  making  a grant  of  £1,100. 

840  yards  of  3inch.  spun  iron  main  was  laid  by  direct  labour 
i ■ m Welham  Corner  in  Clarborough  Parish  across  private  land  to 
^ 'werton  Road  and  along  the  Retford  Road  to  serve  four  houses  and 
- '■ricultural  land.  The  approximate  cost  of  this  work  was  £489,  to- 
^ '.rds  which  the  owners  of  property  concerned  contributed  £260. 

The  injector  pump  and  electric  motor  required  for  the  new 


vacuum  solution  feed  chlorinator  was  received  in  April  and  has  been 
put  into  commission,  effecting  considerable  improvement  in  the  con- 
trolling of  chlorination  of  the  water. 

Direct  telephone  lines  were  laid  between  the  pumping  station, 
water  tower  and  reservoirs,  and  a new  automatic  level  recorder  in- 
stalled at  the  pumping  station,  resulting  in  more  economical  and 
efficient  running  of  the  undertaking. 

During  the  year,  approval  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  the  laying  of  approximately  2,720  yards  of  3inch.  main  with 
appropriate  fittings  from  Darlton  to  Woodcotes,  and  approximately 
2,970  yards  of  3inch.  main  from  Cottam  via  Coates  to  Littleborough. 
Orders  have  been  placed  for  the  necessary  materials,  and  it  is  hoped 
to  proceed  with  this  work  by  direct  labour  early  in  1951. 


W'ater  Samples. 

Fifty-eight  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination.  These  samples  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  were 
taken  from  the  various  supplies  available  in  the  area,  as  indicated 
beloAv  :

In  addition  nine  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  in  connection  with  new  mains  laid  during  the  year  to  ensure 
their  cleanliness.  The  first  sample  from  each  main  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  but  after  further  flushing,  etc.,  all  samples  yielded 
satisfactory  results. 

Four  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  from  the 
new  Reservoir  at  Gringley-on-the-Hill,  the  first  two  of  which  were 
unsatisfactory.  However,  after  further  cleansing  of  the  Reservoir,  the 
two  succeeding  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  all  a total  of  71  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  ,of  which  seven  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  reasons  indicated 
above,  and  64  satisfactory. 

From  the  last  sample  taken  from  the  boreholes  at  the  Everton 
Pumping  Station  for  full  mineral,  chemical  and  bacteriological  ex- 
amination it  will  be  seen  that  the  supply  is  satisfactory  both  chemically 
and  bacteriologically.

A further  1,105  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the  Rural 
Housing  Survey,  making  a total  of  4,220  which  have  now  been 
recorded  out  of  an  approximate  5,500.  Of  this  number  792  have  been 
classified  as  being  unfit  and  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense, 
177  appropriate  for  reconditioning  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)

Informal  Notices  have  been  served  in  respect  of  64  houses  re- 
quiring repairs  to  be  carried  out  in  order  to  keep  the  properties 
habitable  until  formal  activities  can  be  resumed  under  the  Housing 
Acts  after  the  present  housing  accommodation  emergency. 

Thirty-seven  houses  have  been  repaired  to  a reasonable  standard 
as  the  result  of  Informal  Action  during  the  year. 

Formal  action  was  taken  in  ten  cases  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1936  (Section  11)  resulting  in  Demolition  Orders  being  made  in  respect 
of  eight  houses,  and  undertakings  to  close  for  human  habitation  being 
accepted  in  the  two  remaining  cases. 


Housing  (Defence  Regulation  68a). 

Three  licences  were  renewed  for  the  temporary  use  of  condemned 
cottages.  The  renewal  of  one  licence  for  the  temporary  use  of  a con- 
demned cottage  was  refused  during  the  year. 


Overcroivding. 

The  official  total  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  to  be  dealt 
with  is  20.  The  number  of  families  is  20,  totalling  143  people. 

The  above  figure  of  20  includes  only  those  cases  of  over-crowding 
ascertained  throughout  routine  housing  and  sanitary  work  and  cannot 
be  considered  to  indicate  the  true  position  throughout  the  district.  It 
is  anticipated  however  that  as  the  rural  housing  survey  proceeds,  more 
accurate  information  should  become  available.

Of  the  parishes  for  which  negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the 
ac(piisition  of  sites,  it  is  anticipated  that  sites  will  be  available  early 
in  1951  in  Dunham,  Gamston,  Mattersey  and  Misson.  It  is  hoped 
to  make  a very  early  commencement  in  1951  with  the  year’s  quota 
of  houses,  and  then  steadily  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  suitable 
sites  for  1952  and  1953. 


Housing. — (General  Remarks. 

'Ihe  housing  survey  up  to  date  reveals  that  out  of  4,220  houses 
surveyed,  over  790  are  considered  to  be  unfit  and  incapable  at  rea- 
sonable expense  of  being  made  fit.  It  is  now  estimated  that  approxi- 
mately 1,000  such  houses  exist  in  the  Rural  District  and  with  the 
continued  inability  to  deal  with  these  properly  in  accordance  with  the 
Housing  Acts  due  to  the  housing  shortage,  and  difficulties  with  regard 
to  labour  and  materials,  it  is  fast  becoming  apparent  that  at  least 
some  of  the  worst  cases  will  shortly  have  to  be  dealt  with. 

During  1950  it  has  been  necessary  to  deal  with  10  of  the  worst 
cases  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  wdth  the  ever 
increasing  cost  of  repairs,  the  inability  and/or  reluctance  of  property 
OAvners  to  meet  their  obligations  towards  dAvelling  houses  with  restricted 
rents,  it  is  obvious  that  further  action  under  this  section  will  have  to 
be  taken  Avithin  the  next  tAvo  to  three  years. 


With  tlie  exception  of  the  provision  of  the  restricted  number  of 
new  houses  at  present  being  erected,  in  my  opinion  there  is  now 
developing  a lower  general  standard  of  housing  accommodation  avail- 
able in  the  district.  It  would  appear  that  the  provisions  of  the  Hous- 
ing Act,  1949,  whilst  being  suitable  for  slightly  sub-standard  houses, 
require  such  extensive  repairs  being  carried  out  before  any  grant  is 
warranted  in  respect  of  improvements,  little  or  no  advantage  can 
effectively  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  greater  number  of  tenanted 
houses  in  this  Rural  District.
